The 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis has

DO allow children to play with friends they 
have been with right along Keep them away 
from new people, especially in the close daily 
living of a home.

Cause Big Losses 


Flies affecting livestock cause 
tremendous loss to the farmers 
each year. Therefore, it is to the 
livest irk man’s advantage to pro­ 
vide the best possible control of 
these pests. 
Charlie Cave, Kaufman County 
cattle breeder, said recently that 
the cattle in his herd, which were 
splayed last year, were at least 
IO per cent better than unspray­ 
ed animals. 
It is usually necessary to apply 
specific control measures for each 
species of fly, says James A. Deer, 
assistant entomologist for the Tex­ 
as Agricultural Extension Service. 
Deer 
points 
out dairy cattle 
should not be sprayed with insect­ 
icides that may contaminate the 
cow’s milk. He suggests that live­ 
stock men contact their county 
agricultural agents for the latest 
recommendations 
on 
controlling 
horn flies, stable flies, horse flies 
and 
houseflies. 
Hornflies 
alone 
may cost the livestock producer 
50 pounds or more of beef per 
animal a year.

IMPORTANT 
diplomatic 
debate of the Korean war has 
been going on backstage at the 
United Nations—namely, an arm* 
boycott of Red China. 
So far our U.N. alliea haven’t got 
around to voting to ban arms, let 
alone an economic embargo. How­ 
ever, It remain* a fact that this 
Is one of the most important atepf 
to be taken against any aggressor. 
Furthermore there is a long Wa­ 
tery of diplomatic pussyfooting re­ 
garding this by our supposedly good 
friends—pussyfooting that eventual­ 
ly has landed them in war. Here ll 
some case history: 
Pussyfoot No. I was when the 
British undercut us In 1931 when 
Japan 
first 
invaded 
Manchuria. 
Issues almost identical to the Ko­ 
rean aggression were involved In 
Manchuria, and the late Secretary 
of State Henry L. Stimson saw 
them clearly. He saw that Japan 
was sowing the first wild oats of 
8ggr-**i*vv jolt as Russia is to­ 
day, and that if she got away with 
one aggressive bite there would be 
more. 
Bot Stimson never contd get 
the British, who had more at 
stake than we, to cooperate. 
When U.S. Ambassador Cam­ 
eron Forbes woald deliver a 
note of protest, the British am­ 
bassador did likewise — then 
dropped round to the Japanese 
foreign office an hour or two 
later to explain that Britain's 
note was merely to plesse tho 
Americans and not to be tak­ 
en seriously. 
Pussyfoot No 2 was when Pres! 
dent Roosevelt tried to organize ai 
economic 
blockade of Japan 
Is 
1936 in order to stop further ag 
gression against China. 
By thii 
time the British realized their 1931 
mistake and went along with us 
But Roosevelt could not get thi 
support of other European powers 
Hitler and Mussolini were too stron| 
by that time, and he also faced 
the private opposition of Cordell 
Hull. 
Pussyfoot No. 3 came when Mus­ 
solini 
invaded 
helpless 
Ethiopia 
This was one of the crudest case! 
of aggression the modern world 
has seen, and the tottering League 
of Nations conscientiously tried to 
act. 
But 
although 
an 
economic 
blockade was voted for the first 
time in history, two things made 
t unsuccessful. 
One was the exclusion of oil. 
The big American and British 
oil companies pulled backstage 
wires, managed to scare Brit­ 
ish 
and 
American diplomats 
into permitting the continued 
shipments of oil to Mussolini. 
Without oil, 
his fleet 
would 
have been paralyzed and his 
trucks could not have moved. 
But we pussyfooted. 


Pussyfoot No. 4 is taking place 
right now in regard to Red China, 
in obvious, wanton aggressor In 
Korea. While the British are Hie 
vorst 
pussyfooted, 
we 
in 
the 
LIS A , 
including 
General 
Mac­ 
Arthur himself, have pulled our 
punches 
MacArthur, for instance, has per­ 
mitted a steady driblet of strategic 
materials to flow into Red China 
from Japan. From July to October, 
1950, 
he 
permitted 
$8,106,000 
in 
metals, machinery and textiles to 
leave Japan for China From Octo­ 
ber to January, Jap exports to the 
Communists in Ct eased to $11,100,- 
XX). 
Since 
MacArthur 
controlled 
til Jap exports, this could have 
seen stopped. 
However, the flow of British 
goods entering China through 
Bong Kong Is the most shock­ 
ing scandal of the entire Ko­ 
rean war. While American lives 
are being snuffed out, British 
millionaires 
are 
being 
made 
overnight. 
Yet the state department has takx- 
rn no tough steps, such as a threat 
lo cut off U.S. economic aid tc 
Britain, as a means of stopping 
this trade.

Hov/ever, two American cruisers 
and four destroyers hurled broad­ 
sides all day into the attacking 
Chinese.

R SOME time this column has 
called attention to 
the ship­ 
ment of war materials behind the 
Iron Curtain by European nation!. 
Most people don’t realize that a 
steady trickle of strategic materials 
have 
been 
reaching 
Communist 
countries Crum the U S A. Here are 
some American firms which have 
been transshipping: 
I. Rolfe G. Grote of New York, 
who sent chemicals to Switzerland, 
later transshipped them to Soviet 
Russia. 
2 The Pacific Trading Corpora­ 
tion of Boston which transshipped 
steel plates to Communist China, 
3 The Harris Chemical Corpora­ 
tion of New York which obtained a 
license to ship chemicals to Bel­ 
gium, then transshipped them to 
Communist Czechoslovakia. 
Last December 27 this column 
also revealed that the Alumi­ 
num Corporation of ( anada, an 
affiliate of the MeUon-oontrolled 
Aluminum Corporation of Amer­ 
ica. 
had 
s h i p p e d 
3.0(H) OOO 
pounds of aluminum to Com­ 
munist 
Czechoslovakia, 
a n d 
1.000,000 pounds of aluminum to 
Communist Poland, at a time 
when the American public was 
getting 
dangerously 
short. 


Tai Tempers 
There were some stormy dissents 
inside the hq*ise ways and means 
committee before it tentatively ap­ 
proved a 3 per cent, across-the- 
board boost in individual income 
taxes. 
’ 
“This is an unfair Imposition on 
the lower-bracket taxpayers,” in­ 
sisted Democrat Wilbur Mills of 
Arkansas. ‘‘Most of the new reve­ 
nue in A is legislation will come 
from the lower brackets anyhow, 
so why saddle the poor man with 
the same rate of increase as the 
upper-bracket taxpayer?” 
Rep. Hale Boggs of Louisiana, 
who favored a graduated increase 
from 2 to 4 per cent on incomes 
up to $10,000 a year, also strongly 
opposed the across-the-board for­ 
mula. So did another Democrat, 
John Dingell of Michigan. 
Dingell was furious because th# 
committee had raised corporation 
I taxes only to 52 per cent instead of 
the 55 per cent, aa recommended 
by the treasury.

Rep Dan Reed of New York, the 
conynittee’s No. I Republican, said 
he was willing to "go along” by 
not raising individual income taxes 
at alk While Democrats pinched 
themselves to be sure they weren't 
dreaming, Reed hastened to ex­ 
plain; 
“If we cut non-essential govern­ 
ment spending to the bone, maybe 
we wouldn't need a tax bill. 
In the showdown, however. Reed 
and other committee Republicans 
voted solidly for the income-tax 
boost which hits little Incomes as 
much as it does big.
